On Sunday morning, August 7th, lured by 
enticing promises of exploring mines, 
caves, lunching. in a meadow overlooking 
Santa Cruz, and a swim in the river or 
ocean, we climbed out of bed at the 
horrible hour of six, and were on our 
way to Felton before seven. 

By nine we were at the covered bridge 
with no signs of life evident, but we 
were early, so we went into town for 
coffee. Nine=thirty, still no one at 
the appointed meeting place; nine-fifty, 
still the same situation. Gonvinced by 
now that we represented the Sierra Club, 
we inquired of the local residents as 
to directions for the scheduled hike. 

We were successful in locating an 
abandoned mine, which we explored, ende 
ing on top of the ridge (which was 
probably our first mistake).

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PHANTOM. OF YOSEMITE 


"Stop the car quick, there it is again!" 
The driver hit the brakes hard and we 
tumbled out to catch a fleeting glimpse 
of the Phantom Pinnacle before it became 
completely enshrouded by the swirling 
Memorial Day mists. Those of us who 
had seen this apparition on other raine 
washed week ends had become a little 
dubious about its actual: existences. 
Even experienced climbers' eyes were 
never able to locate this mysterious 
spectre on clear days. The Phantom 
attracted our attention to the valley 
walls in its neighborhood and led to 
-our interest in a large previously un} 
noticed. chimmey to the left of the 
Cathedral Spires. 

Conséquently, two years ago Robin 
Hansen, Morgan Harris, Richard Houston, 
and I attempted this chimey. Our party 
was stopped by a combination of the tra- 
ditional Memorial Day rain, cold, and 
what Robin called the biggest overhang 
ing chockstone he had ever seen. We 
affectionately christened the climb 
Harris's Hangover. 

This spring, while climbing on the - 
arete of the Lower Brother, we again 
caught sight of the elusive Phantom 
Pinnacle, From this point it appeared 
to be about the size of the Lost Arrow - 
in its separation from the cliff, 

This time, outlined against the unmelted 
winter snow blanket, its position was 
definitely fixed in our minds even 
though it was still impossible to locate 
from the valley floor. 

On the August RCS Yosemite trip Bill © 
Dunmeyer, Bob Swift, and I joined forces 
for an attempt on Harris's Hangover and 
a closer look at the Phantom Pinnacle, . 
The route of the previous attempt was 
followed to the great overhang, This 
route avoids the lower cascade of - 
chockstones by going to the right up a 
steep staircase to a small tree, From: 
here a tricky step to the left -around 
an overhanging corner brings one under 
a smaller chockstone just below the big 
one, The use of a couple of slings on 
the right wall enables the’ leader to 
gain the ledge under the great overhang. 
The problem of the great overhang was 
tackled by starting from deep inside on 


the right hand wall where an angle piton 


can be placed about twelve feet up. ly 
ribs gave out before another could be 
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placed farther out, Bob took over and 
got one in which just held him until 
he reached a good handhold farther out. 
As this piton rattled out, Bob traversed 
out from underneath the overhang and 
got in a good Salathe spade and came 
down. I resumed the lead and placed 
more direct aid pitons in advancing to 
the lip of the overhang and pulled over 
the top. The route then proceeds up a 
series of smaller vertical or overhang. 
ing flower gardens until another chocke 
stone is encountered, This is easily 
passed by going up a oneswhundred-foot 
higheangle open chimney to the right. 
At the top of this pitch, we were: be- 
nighted, and bivouacked for the night 
tied in to pitons. Shades of the vane 
ishing Night Fighters! Five-thirty A.If. 
we were under way, and two pitches found 
us on top at seven A.ll. The climb took 
twelve hours from the road, involved 
thirteen pitches, seventeen pitons, with 
ten of them for direct aid, It is an 
excellent hot weather climb as the en- 
tire route is completely shaded, 
Our first project completed, we. moved 
down the other side and up the saddle 
to the left (south) in search of the 
Phantom Pinnacle. ‘Traversing around 
to the south from the saddle brought us 
to an open chimney. . Bill led up the 
fourtheclass pitch out of the chimey 
and scouted around. He returned with © 
news that we could bushwhack down from 
there and that he had spotted a ter- 
rific pinnacle. Could it be the Phantom 
at last? There was no. doubt about it, 
On our way down we circled the base of 
the cliff beneath it. The pinnaclets 
summit is fifty to a hundred feet above 
the notch separating it from the wall. 
The difficulties that one would have to 
overcome in any attempt place it in the © 
same class as the Lower Watkins Pinnacle, 
Approach from below on either side would 
involve long ‘leads, 6th class and above, 
with poor belay spots, Working down the 
eliff to it would require the solution 
of almost equally difficult problems. 
The Phantom will be ‘as difficult to touch
